Almost a score of pure food laws J 
have been enacted by Pennsylvania j 
legislatures in the eighteen years that 
James M. Foust, who plans to retire ; 
June I as directer ox the state bureau j 
of foods, has stood guard over the I 
quality of eatables sold in this state, | 
Since he entered the bureau in 1900 I 
as a field agent he has been known 
as the enemy of unwholesome foods 
and there has been scarcely a legis­ 
lature in the time he has headed the 
bureau that has n#t thrown additional 
safeguards about the state’s food sup­ 
ply. 
From 1907 to the close of 19*24 the i 
bureau analyzed 
125.683 
sample*,! 
made 17,575 prosecutions, 
collected I 
receipts and fines in excess of $5,- 
500,000 and expended almost $1,500,- 
000. 
Mr. Foust’s 
legislative activities 
began in 1909, the first session after 
he was named director. 
That year 
he was instrumental in having four 
food laws passed. 
Misbranding of 
non-alcoholic drinks was made unlaw­ 
ful, sale of decomposed or use of p art­ 
ly decomposed eggs was prohibited, 
pure lard was defined and the pure 
food act, setting forth what constituted 
adulterations and fixing the statue of 
retailers and wholesalers, was passed. 
In every session since that time, ex­ 
cept that of 1917, additional food laws 
have been enacted. 
Defines Eatables 
Through Mr. Foust, the legislative 
defined what constituted sausage and 
fixed the w ater content allowed for 
the 
purpose 
of 
grinding 
and 
mixing it. 
The content of butter 
fat in milk and cream was set forth 
in another act, while lthe sale of 
chicory used with coffee was regulat-

In 1919 came the act providing for 
the licensing of cold storage plants 
and the act making it unlawful to 
cell stale eggs for fresh eggs. 
Two 
years later bills were passed defining 
the butter fat and water content of 
butter, giving the bureau supervision 
over 
plants 
bottling 
non-alcoholic 
drinks, and requiring the licensing of 
egg-opening plants. 
In 1923 Mr. Foust sponsored two 
acts which fixed the butter fat con­ 
tents of ice cream 
and 
prohibited 
the sale of filled milk in any form in 
Pennsylvania. 
During the 1925 session he backed 
four acts: 
Prohibiting the adultera­ 
tion of fruit syrups, 
requiring the 
sale of milk in eating places in the 
original containers, compelling licens­ 
ing of milk testers and the bill re­ 
quiring the sale of oysters by count 
except when sold in the original, seal­ 
ed containers in which they arc ship­ 
ped. 
It is the oyster act, which, proba­ 
bly, has brought th* bureau more be­ 
fore the public thai* any other m eas­ 
ure it has supported. 
Since its pas­ 
sage it has been endorsed by 
the 
Oyster Growers’ Association and Mr. 
Feast has had requests for the bill 
Irorn all parts of the country. 
“It may have been considered 
a 
joke,” he said, “but it will save the 
oyster eaters many dollars for they 
will get all meat and with that I am 
content. ‘
